Homecoming  '75  demonstrated  a  wide 
range  of  diversity.  Besides  the  regular  stand- 
bys  such  as  the  parade,  the  football  game, 
and  Oktoberfest,  there  was  extensive  student 
involvement  and  cooperation,  some  racial 
conflict  and  rumors  of  ax  murders. 

The  football  team  was  caught  up  in  the 
spirit  of  reminiscence  in  the  theme  of  "Old 
Days,  Good  Times  I  Remember"  and 
rebounded  from  a  two-game  losing  streak  to 
win  over  Simpson  21-7. 

Although  the  football  game  attracted  the 
biggest  crowd,  there  were  many  other  enter- 
tainment features  to  Homecoming  '75. 

Kastle  Kapers  received  a  mixed  reaction 
from  its  audience.  Some  ear-catching  local 
talent  displayed  itself  in  the  musical  selection 
of  "In  the  Mood"  and  the  rhythmic  "Three 
Bears"  act. 

The  strife  before  Kastle  Kapers  stimulated 
more  campus  reaction  than  the  actual  show. 
The  Black  Culture  King  and  Queen  had  tradi- 
tionally been  announced  at  halftime  of  the 
Homecoming  game.  The  blacks  proposed  to 
the  Student  Senate  that  it  be  changed  to  Kas- 
tle Kapers.  At  first  the  Senate  rejected  the 
request  on  the  grounds  that  other  organiza- 
tions would  make  similar  requests.  Later,  the 
Senate  changed  its  decision  and  the  Black 
Culture  King  and  Queen,  freshman  Ron  Wil- 
liams and  senior  Delores  Andrews,  were 
announced  at  Kastle  Kapers. 

The  Homecoming  Queen  of  '75,  Marcia 
Gilly,  started  her  reign  at  Kastle  Kapers  also. 

The  largest  Homecoming  parade  ever 
opened  in  perfect  crisp  fall  weather  that  Sat- 
urday. The  caravan  trekked  along  Bremer 
Avenue  with  twelve  bands,  antique  cars,  sad- 
dle clubs,  cycle  patrol,  celebrities  of  the  com- 
munity and  floats  built  by  campus  organiza- 
tions and  dorm  floors. 

The  day  mellowed  a  bit  to  allow  savoring  a 
stroll  through  the  Renaissance  Faire  which 
offered  games,  an  arcade  mall,  and  outdoor 
musical  entertainment  provided  by  the  Wart- 
burg  Choir  and  Varsity  Band. 

Alumni  got  together  at  coffees,  receptions, 
class  reunions,  and  finally,  the  Oktoberfest. 
Many  pleasantly  ended  the  day  there  drink- 
ing beer,  listening  to  the  German  band,  and 
reuniting  with  friends  who'd  drifted  in  differ- 
ent directions  after  graduation  or  those 
they'd  left  behind  at  Wartburg. 

Sunday's  highlights  were  the  performances 
of  the  Wartburg  Choir,  Castle  Singers,  Con- 
cert Band,  and  Community  Symphony,  which 
presented  a  special  All-Gershwin  concert. 

The  whole  student  body  presented  a  spe- 
cial performance  also  in  their  involvement  in 
Homecoming  '75.  Apathy  seemed  almost 
non-existent  for  one  sunny  fall  weekend  at 
the  Wartburg.

In  keeping  with  the  Annerican  Bicenten- 
nial, Wartburg's  Fall  Term  theatre  presenta- 
tion, "The  Night  Thoreau  Spent  in  Jail,"  told 
the  story  behind  the  most  famous  act  of  civil 
disobedience  in  American  history.  The  play 
was  very  successful,  with  sell-out  crowds  at 
every  performance. 

The  plot  surrounded  the  night  Henry  David 
Thoreau,  played  by  senior  Alan  Washburn, 
spent  in  jail  for  refusing  to  pay  his  poll  tax. 
The  play,  written  by  Jerome  Lawrence  and 
Robert  E.  Lee,  centered  around  the  theme,  "If 
a  man  does  not  keep  pace  with  his  compan- 
ions, perhaps  it  is  because  he  hears  a  differ- 
ent drummer.  Let  him  step  to  the  music 
which  he  hears,  however  measured  or  far 
away."

Season 


Among  the  convocations  were  two  presentations  in  honor  of 
International  Women's  Year.  Roland  Sainton,  the  nation's  best- 
known  authority  on  Luther,  spoke  on  "Katie,"  the  wife  of  Martin 
Luther,  in  a  witty  speech.  The  final  convo  of  the  Fall  Term  pre- 
sented Addle  Wyatt,  director  of  women's  affairs  for  the  Amalga- 
mated Meat  Cutters  and  Butcher  Workmen  of  North  America. 

Expression  and  creativity  in  silent  theatre  were  presented  by  two 
convocations.  The  National  Theater  of  the  Deaf  presented 
"Parade"  with  a  12-member  cast  during  the  Fall  Term.  In  the  Win- 
ter Term  "Traveling  Connections"  was  given  at  Wartburg  by  the 
Wisconsin  Mime  Company. 

The  land  of  India  and  its  culture  was  discussed  by  P.  Lai,  a  poet, 
author,  and  "transcreator"  of  Hindu  scriptures,  in  a  November  con- 
vocation. He  is  an  honorary  professor  of  Calcutta  University  in 
India  and  visiting  professor  at  six  U.S.  colleges. 

Two  members  of  the  Wartburg  faculty  presented  convos  this 
year.  Dr.  George  Lee  recalled  the  incidents  he  witnessed  while  in 
India  during  the  past  summer  in  his  first-hand  account  of  the 
"Time  and  Spirit  in  India."  "World  Peace"  was  discussed  at  length 
by  Dr.  Robert  Dell. 

Other  Fall  Term  speakers  included  Victor  Marchetti,  a  former 
CIA  staff  officer  and  author  of  the  book  "The  CIA  and  the  Cult  of 
Intelligence."  He  stressed  the  need  for  an  alert  public  that  lets 
elected  officials  know  its  concerns. 

Dr.  George  Forell,  a  religion  professor  of  the  University  of  Iowa, 
spoke  for  Berufung  Week.  He  asked  students  to  examine  their  atti- 
tudes toward  work  before  considering  their  career  choices.

Dr.  W.  D.  Davies,  author  of  "Paul  and  Rab- 
binic Judaism,"  is  known  world  wide  for  his 
example  of  American  theology.  He  presented 
a  Winter  Term  convo  at  Wartburg.

Another  international  sport  has  come  to  Wart- 
burg  —  Soccer.  What  started  at  Grossmann  Hall  as 
just  kicking  the  ball  around  has  the  beginnings  of  a 
very  popular  sport  at  Wartburg.  Although  some- 
what unorganized  this  year,  the  devoted  players 
hope  to  get  things  set  up  better  and  eventually  to 
have  intercollegiate  soccer  games. 

'The  game  is  like  basketball,  but  you  use  only 
your  feet  and  not  your  hands  and  arms,"  one  of  the 
players  said.  Soccer's  main  season  is  in  the  fall.  The 
team  tried  to  spend  at  least  eight  to  ten  hours  a 
week  in  practice.  This  year,  they  had  a  section  of 
Hertel  Field  marked  off  for  soccer  games. 

Soccer  doesn't  require  that  the  players  be  in  fan- 
tastic shape,  as  in  many  other  sports.  Most  impor- 
tantly, the  player  has  to  out-think  his  opponent,  as 
well  as  out-play  him.  Being  an  international  game, 
soccer  has  many  "styles"  of  playing  the  game.  Dif- 
ferent nationalities  bring  in  different  variations. 

"It's  the  thought  that  counts  in  playing  the 
game,  not  whether  you  win  or  lose."  In  soccer,  the 
opposing  members  will  often  get  together  before 
or  after  the  game  to  talk  things  over  and  just  to  get 
to  know  each  other.  There  isn't  an  atmosphere  of 
"go  out  and  get  'em."  The  players  find  the  game 
"magnetic,"  yet  they  would  like  to  see  more  stu- 
dent and  faculty  support,  and  a  permanent  coach.

The  first  games  that  we  called  football 
in  the  U.S.  were  actually  games  played 
under  rugby  rules.  Rugby  is  then  the 
"forefather"  of  our  famous  game  of 
American  football. 

Today,  rugby  is  an  internationally 
known  game.  Its  fame  is  rapidly  grow- 
ing in  the  U.S.  so,  Jim  Kusack, 
Wartburg's  rugby  coach,  felt  that  a  good 
institution  like  Wartburg  should  partici- 
pate in  the  sport. 

Although  hesitant  at  first,  the  team 
soon  found  out  that  rugby  invades  a 
person's  blood.

High  hopes  for  an  excellent  season  soon  fornnulated 
when  the  1975  Knights  football  squad  raced  to  a  3-0 
record.  The  team  established  their  power  by  defeating 
two  nationally  ranked  teams,  Coe  and  Central,  the 
NCAA  Division  III  champions  last  year.  However,  Wart- 
burg's  fourth  place  NCAA  ranking  as  a  result  of  their 
upset  victories,  disappeared  when  the  Buena  Vista  Bea- 
vers convincingly  overwhelmed  the  Knights.  Unknown 
at  the  time,  this  particular  contest  began  the  downward 
slide.  The  only  victory  in  the  remaining  six  games  came 
fittingly  at  Homecoming,  when  Wart  burg  trimmed 
Simpson  21-7. 

Two  new  Wartburg  records  were  set  this  year  by  the 
4-5  club.  Randy  Groth  set  an  individual  record  by  punt- 
ing 2657  yards  for  one  season,  surpassing  Larry  Ander- 
son's 2492  yards  in  1961.  In  another  defensive  record. 
Chuck  Peterson  set  a  Wartburg  best  of  16  interceptions 
in  a  career.  Peterson,  a  second  team  All-Conference 
back,  was  also  honored  in  the  post  season  by  being 
named  to  the  1975  College  Division  Academic  All-Amer- 
ican  team.

The  Reign  Endeth 

It  was  a  disappointing  season.  It  was  a  frustrating  season.  It  was  a 
year  when  Wartburg  was  once  again  favored  to  win  the  conference 
title,  its  tenth  in  10  years.  However,  the  winning  streak  ended  at 
nine  for  the  Knights. 

The  1975-76  season  was  the  first  time  since  1964  that  Wartburg 
hadn't  finished  above  .500;  and  it  was  the  first  time  since  1962  that 
the  club  hadn't  finished  in  the  first  division  of  the  Iowa  Confer- 
ence. The  Knights,  who  finished  13-13  over  all  and  7-7  in  confer- 
ence play,  had  their  difficulties  in  the  season's  beginning,  losing 
four  of  its  first  five  conference  games  and  ten  of  its  first  17  over  all. 
A  combination  of  factors  were  attributed  to  the  team's  perform- 
ance, including  not  only  the  pressure  of  the  long  win  streak,  but 
also  an  inexperienced  guard  court  and  careless  play  in  the  early 
going. 

Although  they  committed  109  more  turnovers  than  their  oppo- 
nents, the  Knights  statistically  dominated  play,  combining  talent 
and  ability  to  outshoot  (47.6%  to  44.9%),  outscore  (1836  points  to 
1764  points),  and  outrebound  (1104  caroms  to  900  caroms)  their 
adversaries.

The  teams  in  the  IIAC 
were  probably  never  more  balanced  in  depth,  strength,  and 
ability  than  in  this  particular  season.  For  Wartburg,  the  widest 
margin  in  a  conference  loss  was  nine  points,  that  coming  in 
the  IIAC  opener  with  Dubuque.  In  fact,  three  of  the  Knights' 
losses  in  IIAC  action  were  one-point  contests. 

In  the  first  confrontation  with  Central,  guard  Jim  Sangster 
tied  the  school  record  for  most  free  throws  in  one  game  with 
16.  Forward  Rich  Nickels,  who  was  named  to  second  team 
All-Conference,  averaged  15.0  points  a  game  and  led  in  field 
goal  percentage  with  55.1  per  cent.  Nickels  closed  out  his  col- 
legiate career  in  seventh  place  on  the  Knights'  all-time  scor- 
ing list  with  1244  points  in  82  games.  Forward  Bud  Johnson, 
who  climbed  to  tenth  of  the  all-time  rebounders  list  with  604 
in  77  games,  led  the  Knights  in  scoring  with  a  15.2  average 
and  rebounding  with  a  10.6  average.  With  these  credentials, 
Johnson  repeated  last  year's  honor  by  being  named  to  first- 
team  All-Conference.

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The  Knights  proved  without  a  doubt  that  1975-76  was  their 
season.  With  only  one  senior  on  the  squad,  the  grapplers 
trimmed  every  opponent  to  gain  an  undefeated  season  at 
Wartburg,  14-0.  This  included  crucial  dual  meet  victories  over 
defending  conference  champion  Luther,  strong  Winona  State 
and  South  Dakota  teams.  The  key  to  their  season  was  the 
strength,  depth,  and  consistency  at  every  weight. 

The  team  began  the  season  by  capping  our  own  Knights' 
Invitational  title  and  later  added  the  coveted  Iowa  Confer- 
ence crown,  Wartburg's  eighth  since  1948.  Like  the  previous 
year,  Wartburg  crowned  only  one  champion,  senior  Jim 
Arends,  but  all  of  the  wrestlers  placed  third  or  higher  in  the 
tournament  to  win  the  championship.  Coach  Dick  Walker 
was  named  co-coach  of  the  year  after  the  team  recaptured 
the  conference  title  from  Luther. 

Instead  of  the  traditional  NAIA  route,  Wartburg,  ranked 
18th  in  the  nation,  chose  to  enter  the  NCAA  Division  III  tour- 
nament at  Coe  College  in  Cedar  Rapids.  Although  the  Knights 
qualified  the  entire  team  by  virtue  of  their  high  placings  in 
the  Iowa  Conference  Tournament,  the  grapplers  ended  their 
season  by  winning  only  nine  out  of  24  matches  at  the  NCAA 
meet. 

Jim  Arends  ended  a  brilliant  career  at  Wartburg  with  the 
conference  championship  at  142  and  an  outstanding  60-21 
record,  20-4  as  a  senior. 
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Knight  Nine 
Boasts  Second 
in  Conference 

It  was  a  frustrating  end  to  the  con- 
ference race.  The  Knights,  who  led 
the  conference  the  entire  season,  fell 
to  second  in  the  final  week  when 
Buena  Vista  swept  a  doubleheader 
from  William  Penn.  A  split  or  sweep 
by  Penn  would  have  resulted  in  a  title 
or  a  share  of  the  title  for  Wartburg. 

Even  though  Wartburg's  16-16 
record  may  seem  mediocre,  the 
Knights  finished  on  a  high  note.  The 
diamondmen  won  six  of  their 
remaining  eight  games,  including  a 
big  doubleheader  over  Iowa  State. 

Individually,  the  squad  had  a  note- 
worthy season.  Curt  Howard,  who 
tied  for  third  in  RBIs  in  the  IIAC,  led 
the  conference  in  home  runs  with 
four.  Not  only  did  Rick  Alcock  finish 
second  in  conference  with  three 
home  runs  and  second  in  RBIs  with 
11  but  he  also  led  the  IIAC  in  most 
runs  scored  with  12.  Tom  Tecklen- 
burg  finished  his  college  career  sec- 
ond in  the  Iowa  Conference  with  a 
1.45  ERA  and  a  5-1  record. 

As  a  team,  the  Knights  also  had 
outstanding  credentials.  Wartburg 
finished  third  in  the  IIAC  in  batting 
(.286),  third  in  fielding  (.943),  and 
second  behind  Luther  in  pitching 
(2.51  ERA). 

At  the  season's  end,  first  baseman 
Paul  Eberline  and  outfielder  Rick 
Alcock  were  named  to  the  All-Iowa 
Conference  Team.

Although  the  more  established  women's  sports,  such  as  basketball  and  volleyball,  have  been  emphasized  to  a  greater 
extent,  the  athletic  program  for  women  has  continued  to  expand.  The  program  now  offers  in  addition  tennis  in  the  fall, 
Softball  and  track  in  the  spring. 

Operating  on  a  limited  schedule,  the  tennis  team  put  together  several  good  matches.  In  spite  of  the  losses,  some  of  which 
were  close  all  the  way,  the  women  gained  the  necessary  experience  for  the  next  season. 

The  Softball  team,  which  hovered  around  .500  all  season,  put  together  an  outstanding  showing  in  the  double-elimination 
state  tournament,  losing  only  to  state-champion  UNI  and  runner-up  Luther.  Many  of  the  squad's  losses  were  by  a  single  run. 
The  Knights  nevertheless  defeated  large  universities  such  as  the  University  of  Iowa  and  Iowa  State. 

Despite  the  lack  of  participation,  the  women's  track  team  turned  in  record  times  and  distances.  Although  scores  were 
kept  only  for  two  dual  meets,  the  women  gave  respectable  performances  in  the  Norseman  Relays,  Iowa  Conference  Relays, 
and  Knights  Invitational,  particularly  in  the  field  events.

1776-1976 


The  year  1976  stands  out  nationally  as  the  bicentennial 
year  of  the  American  Revolution.  The  Wartburg  stands  out, 
too,  as  a  Bicentennial  College  as  designated  by  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution  Bicentennial  Administration. 

Wartburg  received  the  designation  on  the  basis  of  a 
number  of  projects  which  fit  the  three  themes,  Heritage  76 
(past).  Festival  76  (present),  and  Horizons  76  (future). 

The  Heritage  project  was  the  recording  of  an  oral  history 
of  Waverly  and  Bremer  County.  A  number  of  long-time  res- 
idents of  the  area  were  interviewed  and  the  resulting  tapes 
were  edited  and  stored  in  the  college  archives  in  Engel- 
brecht  Library. 

Festival  76  was  celebrated  in  various  ways  on  campus. 
The  drama  department  staged  "The  Night  Thoreau  Spent 
in  jail"  Nov.  19-22.  Included  among  the  Artist  Series  offer- 
ings were  three  programs  dealing  with  America's  heritage. 


In  addition,  the  Wartburg  Community  Symphony  Orches- 
tra dedicated  its  1975-76  season  to  American  composers, 
and  the  History  Department  offered  a  course  on  colonial 
history  during  the  Winter's  term. 

Looking  to  the  future,  Wartburg's  National  Bicentennial 
committee  has  planned  as  its  Horizon  project  an  annual 
music  festival.  Each  year  the  festival  would  focus  on  a  sin- 
gle composer,  probably  someone  from  Wartburg's  German 
heritage.

Fortress  Takes  Bicentennial 
Glance  at  Wartburg's  Past 

With  124  years  of  history,  Wartburg  College  has  been  going  places.  It  has  had  nine  different  locations.  It  has  changed  in 
many  ways.  It  will  continue  to  change. 

In  1852,  Pastor  Wilhelm  Loehe  opened  a  school  to  train  young  people  to  go  into  America  to  serve  as  teachers  and  pastors. 
Pastor  Loehe  saw  a  great  need  here,  for  many  Lutherans  were  spread  around  and  becoming  "unchurched"  in  this  loss  of 
community.  The  birth  of  the  first  school,  which  was  later  to  become  Wartburg  College,  was  in  July  of  1852  in  Saginaw, 
Michigan.  It  was  located  in  a  vacated  store  and  the  students  had  to  help  set  it  up.  The  students  made  a  lot  of  the  furniture, 
slept  on  the  floor,  and  helped  build  a  building  for  later  use  by  the  educational  institution.  But  because  of  various  problems, 
some  of  which  amounted  to  doctrinal  differences  between  Pastor  Loehe  and  the  Missouri  Synod,  Loehe  decided  to  move 
the  school,  which  was  made  up  of  only  a  handful  of  students,  to  Dubuque,  Iowa.  This  took  place  in  1853. 

While  in  Dubuque,  the  school  was  located  in  two  different  places  at  the  same  time.  One  was  in  Dubuque  itself,  while  the 
other  was  at  a  nearby  location  that  was  named  St.  Sebald.  Although  there  was  a  diversity,  the  two  were  run  as  one  institu- 
tion. At  this  location,  the  school  had  grown  to  the  point  where  it  was  fairly  well  defined  that  its  graduates  were  to  go  into 
the  ministry  for  the  Lutheran  Church.  The  school  was  now  a  college  and  a  seminary.  Classes  at  the  second  location  con- 
sisted of  Biblical  history,  catechism,  grammar,  geography,  church  history,  ancient  history,  and  also  some  music  lessons,  such 
as  on  the  violin.  The  cost  per  student  was  $60.

Going  places;"  Yes,  the  college  has.  In  the  1975-76  school  year,  some  of  the  classes  offered  (not  required  of  all)  were  Sex- 
ual Ethics,  Computer,  Experimental  Psychology,  Marine  Biology  and  Judeo  Thought.  The  cost  for  this  year  was  $3000  plus. 

In  1868,  the  school  made  another  move,  now  to  Galena,  Illinois.  It  was  here  that  the  name  Wartburg  began  to  come  into 
existence.  That  title  was  applied  to  only  the  seminary,  but  the  local  people  also  applied  it  to  the  college. 

In  1875,  the  school  moved  again,  this  time  to  Mendota,  Illinois.  As  usual,  the  college  was  located  in  a  house.  Student  life 
was  hard,  and  extremely  strict.  The  seminary,  however,  got  enough  funds  together  to  buy  a  newer  and  better  building.  It 
was  a  large,  square,  three-storied  brick  building  located  north  of  Mendota.  The  college  used  the  seminary's  building  for 
meals  and  chapel  services.  Some  years  later,  after  the  college  and  the  seminary  had  split  and  the  college  located  itself  in 
Waverly,  Iowa,  the  first  building,  now  known  as  Old  Main,  was  built.  Old  Main  was  copied  from  the  building  that  stood  in 
Mendota. 

College  life  in  Old  Main  could  only  be  described  as  sufficient.  The  attic  was  built  to  accommodate  50  students.  Fire 
escapes  were  costly  items,  so  the  administration  bought  four  ropes  to  use  in  case  of  fire.  The  basement  housed  the  kitchen 
and  dining  room.  The  students'  living  quarters  also  served  as  the  classrooms.  The  first  floor  was  reserved  for  the  faculty  resi- 
dents and  the  rest  of  the  building  was  for  the  students.  Old  Main  housed  65  students  but  should  have  had  no  more  than  45. 
So,  North  Hall,  a  building  just  north  of  Old  Main,  (torn  down  a  few  years  ago  to  make  a  parking  lot)  was  built.

Wartburg's  athletic  teams  have  not 
always  fought  under  the  name  of 
"Knights."  It  was  comparatively  recent 
times  that  they  gained  this  title.  Dr. 
Elmer  Hertel,  present  head  of  the  col- 
lege Biology  Department,  was  then 
serving  as  coach  at  Wartburg  while  the 
school  was  still  located  in  Clinton. 

Because  the  school  did  not  have  a 
suitable  nickname  for  the  team.  Dr. 
Hertel  together  with  the  sports  editor  of 
the  Clinton  Herald  chose  the  present 
name. 

Prior  to  this  time,  the  teams  had  at 
various  times  been  known  as  the  Teu- 
tons, Spartans,  the  Purple  and  Gold  and 
even  the  Wartburgers.

Students  Told  of 
Revisions  Concerning 
Women's  Hours 

Revelation  of  changes  in  hours  gov- 
erning VVartburg's  women  students  was 
made  at  the  student  body  meeting  last 
Thursday,  Nov.  9,  in  the  Knights  gymna- 
sium. 

These  hours,  effective  as  of  Nov.  9, 
1950,  are  as  follows: 

Freshmen  —  schooldays,  8  p.m.;  Fri- 
day, 12  p.m.;  Saturdays,  11:30  p.m.;  Sun- 
days, 10  p.m. 

Sophomores  —  schooldays,  9:30  p.m.; 
Fridays,  12  p.m.;  Saturdays,  11:30  p.m.; 
Sunday,  10  p.m. 

Juniors  and  seniors  —  schooldays, 
10:30  p.m.;  Fridays,  12  p.m.;  Saturdays, 
11:30  p.m.;  Sundays,  10:30  p.m.  'LATES' 
TO  BE  GRANTED. 

Freshman  women  will  be  granted  two 
late  "pers"  the  first  semester  and  three 
the  second,  while  sophomores  are  enti- 
tled to  three  late  "pers"  the  first  and  five 
the  second  semester.  Six  late  "pers"  will 
be  given  each  semester  to  junior  and 
senior  women. 

Late  "pers"  give  permission  to  remain 
out  until  one  hour  after  the  normal  hour 
for  that  day.  Freshmen  will  receive  only 
one  late  "per"  for  the  remainder  of  the 
first  semester  of  1950-51.  Any  girl  incur- 
ring two  grades  below  "C"  during  any 
four-week  period  will  not  be  eligible  for 
late  "pers"  during  the  next  four-week 
period. 
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During  its  first  stay  at  Waverly,  the  administration  strictly  controlled  the  students.  They  were  not  allowed  to  leave  the 
campus  and  a  barbed-wire  fence  was  used  as  a  guarantee.  This  system  was  not  fool-proof  so  the  front  (and  only)  door  was 
set  so  it  would  purposely  squeak.  Any  student  trying  to  "escape"  was  bound  to  wake  the  professors  on  the  first  floor.  After 
the  turn  of  the  century,  electricity  and  a  sewer  system  were  introduced.  Soon  after  that,  a  steam  heating  plant  came  into 
existence,  replacing  the  old  stoves  that  were  used  to  heat  each  individual  room. 

In  its  early  days  at  Waverly,  Wartburg  was  a  Normal  School,  moving  from  Andrew,  Iowa,  in  1879.  The  college  joined  the 
Normal  School  in  1885  after  several  years  in  Mendota,  Illinois.  Crowded  conditions  in  Old  Main  forced  another  split.  Conse- 
quently, the  college  moved  to  Clinton,  Iowa,  in  1894  while  the  Normal  School  remained  in  Waverly.  Financially  hard  times 
forced  the  two  schools  to  merge  again  in  1933,  this  time  locating  in  Waverly  to  stay,  though  the  final  decision  on  location 
wasn't  made  until  1946. 

Once  it  was  decided  that  Waverly  would  be  the  college's  permanent  location,  an  ambitious  building  program  was  under- 
taken: Grossmann  Hall  Addition.  Knights  Gymnasium.  Clinton  Hall.  Vollmer,  Centennial,  and  Hebron  Halls.  Homuth  Library 
(later  to  become  Engelbrecht).  Becker  Hall  of  Science.  Liemohn  Hall  of  Music.  Art  Building. 

Wartburg  is  going  places.  In  the  near  future  are  plans  for  extensive  additions  to  the  Physical  Education  plant,  the  Business 
Department,  and  Arts  Center,  and  many  other  thoughts  for  addition.

One  of  the  major  administrative  changes  to  take 
place  during  the  1975-76  academic  year  was  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  James  Moy,  Director  of  Student 
Affairs.  Dr.  Moy  left  Wartburg  at  the  end  of  Fall 
Term  to  travel  to  the  Seattle  area  v^ith  his  wife.  Dr. 
Mabel  Moy,  and  their  children. 

Thinking  back  to  1971,  his  first  year  at  Wartburg, 
he  recalled  some  early  impressions:  "In  the  first 
few  weeks  that  I  was  here,  I  was  called  over  to 
Clinton  to  break  up  a  raiding  party  that  was  plan- 
ning an  attack  on  Luther.  My  first  impression  was 
one  of  an  armed  camp.  I  really  believe  that  the  ani- 
mosity  between  the  two  schools  has  decreased 
since  then.  1971  was  also  the  year  that  black  stu- 
dents crashed  the  Board  of  Regents  Meeting,  com- 
plaining about  vandalism  to  the  Black  Culture 
House.  For  an  administrator  new  to  Wartburg,  it 
was  lively  for  a  while!" 

Numerous  other  significant  changes  have  taken 
place  in  the  four  and  one  half  years  that  Dr.  Moy 
was  here,  many  of  them  initiated  or  expedited  by 
Dr.  Moy.  "We  made  a  major  change  in  the  alcohol 
policy,  in  recognition  of  the  legal  adulthood  of 
college  students.  The  N  grade  replaced  the  F  grade, 
making  it  easier  for  a  student  to  retake  a  class  in 
which  he  had  done  poorly.  In  the  dorms  them- 
selves, we  introduced  co-ed  dorms,  dropped  fresh- 
man sign-in,  initiated  refrigerator  rental,  and 
designed  a  room  evaluation  system  for  check-in 
and  check-out  that  the  students  can  handle  them- 
selves."

Joins  l-LITE 

This  has  been  a  year  of  breaking  in  new  staff  and  reorganiz- 
ing library  operations  and  procedures  with  the  inclusion  of 
Debra  Hartley  as  Cataloging  Librarian,  Jeanne  Carroll  as  Inter- 
library  Loan  and  Curriculum  Library  Associate,  Ann  Fink  as 
Cataloging  Circulation  Assistant,  and  Donavpn  Schmoll  as 
Director. 

A  major  activity  of  the  library  has  been  joining  the  Iowa 
Library  Information  Teletype  Exchange  (l-LITE).  This  is  a  rapid 
interlibrary  loan  service  operating  among  more  than  20  Iowa 
college,  university  and  public  libraries. 

Engelbrecht  is  now  in  the  final  stages  of  receiving  a  Kellogg 
Foundation  Grant  which  will  permit  joining  the  Ohio  College 
Library  Center  (OCLC),  a  computerized  library  cooperative 
which  will  greatly  aid  in  cataloging  especially,  and  to  a  lesser 
degree  in  interlibrary  loans  and  book  ordering.

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Languages  Offer  Chance 
to  Study  Abroad 

The  Wartburg  foreign  language  programs  are  meant  for  students 
who  really  want  to  know  a  foreign  language  well  and  have  the 
desire  to  study  and  travel  abroad. 

The  department  offers  a  minimum  of  14  ways  of  combining 
majors  in  other  areas  with  foreign  languages.  For  the  minor,  a  sum- 
mer-abroad trip  to  Passau,  Germany,  Paris,  France,  or  Navarra, 
Spain,  is  offered. 

These  unique  advantages  and  lively  student  spirit  are  beginning 
to  show  in  the  number  of  departmental  majors.  This  year  six  stu- 
dents studied  in  their  junior  year  abroad;  next  year  12  are  antici- 
pated, with  a  steady  growth  projected. 

Each  of  the  department's  language  clubs  plans,  records,  and 
broadcasts  a  weekly  half-hour  radio  program  of  music  and  dia- 
logue in  their  foreign  language  on  KWAR  during  the  year.  In  addi- 
tion, they  jointly  sponsor  the  "International  Christmas  Party."
